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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: Claims 1-31 are considered allowable since when 
reading the claims in light of the specification, as per In re 
Sneed, 710 F.2d 1544, 1548, 218 USPQ 385, 388 (Fed. Cir. 1983), 
none of the references of record alone or in combination 
disclose or suggest the combination of limitations specified in 
the independent claims including using two processors in a 
router wherein the second/backup processor contains a second 
copy of the router software application that has a replica of 
said application "socket" (term of art) , as specified in claims 
1, and 11. 

It is well known to use standby/backup routers and to use a 
plurality of processors and even to use either Hot Standby 
Routing Protocol (HSRP) or Virtual Router Redundancy Protocol 
(VRRP) but the art of record fails to call for using a replica 
of a first application socket. 

Regarding WO 02/03611, Figure 2A discloses control units 
using separate logical ports (230) and does not disclose a 
second/backup processor containing a second copy of a replica of 
said application socket. In fact, pg. 9, lines 5-7 state a CPU 
owns a logical port...
